BOSTON, Nov. 3 (AP) — 
One of the biggest waterfront 
fires in Boston’s history was 
subdued today after a 20-hour 
battle which saw 80 police and 
firefighters felled by smoke or 
injuries. 

Streams of water still were 
poured as a precautionary meas- 
ure on the ruins of a 1,000-foot 
storage warehouse on Union 
Wharf which collapsed into the 
water at midnight. 

The heat was so intense it was 
feared for a time 10,000 gallons 
of fuel oil stored at a nearby 
power station of the Metropoli- 
tan Transit Authority might be 
destroyed. 

A general alarm was sounded 
14 minutes after the fire was 
discovered Sunday. It brought 
help from five ciffes and 13 
other mutual aid departments. 
More than 700 firefighters bat- 
tled the fire. 

Fire Chief John Stapleton said 
the Union Wharf warehouse 
would cost about $2,000,000 to 
replace. He estimated actual 
damage to the structure at 
$250,000. 

Occupants 6f Union Wharf in- 
cluded two general storage 
warehouses and six wooden 
boxes and crate storage firms.

Tweedsmuir Flooding May 
Cause Beetle Infestation 


Flooding of timber in Tweeds 
muir Park, caused by the huge 
Alcan development, may create 
a breeding ground for the dam- 
aging bark-beetle which attacks 
weakened timber 

An investigation into the en- 
tire situation is now being con 
ducted by the federal forest in 
sect laboratory on behalf of the 
provincial government 
*Officials fear that the bark- 
beetles will be attracted to the 
flood-weakened trees in the park; 
as they are to timber weakened 
by other causes 

If this the case, the 
beetle broods are able sur- 
vive under such wet conditions, 
there is a real danger of their 
eventual spread to the green 
healthy timber at the perimeter 
of the flooded area 

Plots have been established in 
the lodgepole pine-spruce stands 
on the edge of Ootsa Lake As 
the flooding. progresses, they 
will be re-examined periodically. 

“It was determined from trap 
trees felled near the plots that 
an endemic population of Dend- 
roctonus and Ips beetles is
